CORPORATION  REPORTS. 

Under  the  act  of  April  11,  1902,  known  as  the  Willis  law,  all  cor- 
porations doing  business  in  Ohio  are  required  to  file  annual  reports 
with  the  secretary  of  state  and  pay  annual  fees  therefor  at  the  time  and 
in  the  amount  as  follows: 

Domestic  Corporations — During  the  month  of  May,  one-tenth  of 
one  per  cent,  upon  the  subscribed  or  issued  and  outstanding  capital  stock, 
and  not  less  than  ten  dollars  in  any  case. 

Foreign  Corporations — During  the  month  of  September,  one-tenth 
of  one  per  cent,  upon  the  proportion  of  authorized  capital  stock  repre- 
sented by  property  owned  and  used  and  business  transacted  in  Ohio,  and 
not  less  than  ten  dollars  in  any  case. 

Domestic  Corporations,  Not  for  Profit — During  the  month  of  De- 
cember, one  dollar  each,  except  corporations  organized  under  section 
148,  paragraph  4,  ten  dollars.

DISSOLUTIONS  AND  RETIREMENTS  OF  CORPORATIONS. 

The  act  of  April  .18.  1902,  affords  an  inexpensive  method  for  the 
voluntary  dissolution  of  domestic  corporations,  which  have  closed  their 
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business  and  paid  all  the  debts  and  liabilities  incurred;  and  one  section 
of  the  Willis  law  provides  that  foreign  corporations  may  file  certificate^ 
of  retirement  when  they  cease  to  do  business  in  this  stale.  The  disso- 
lutions and  retirements  of  corporations  under  these  laws  are  as  follows:

One  term  of  this  court  shall  be  held  annuallxr  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday 
of  October,  and  adjourned  sessions  on  the  Tuesday  after  the  first  Monday  of  each  other 
month  in  the  year  except  August  and  September.  At  the  July  session  no  causes  will 
be  heard,  except  upon  special  order  of  the  court.

[Senate  Bill  No.  59.] 


To  amend  section  (2979-1)  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  01iio»  to  ap- 
portion the  State  of  Ohio  into  congressional  districts  under 
the  twelfth  census  of  the  United  States.
